A BILL has passed the’ Thirty six feet in length pro- 


House of Representatives, 
re-chartering and new mo 
deling the banks of the Dis 
trict of Columbia. 

‘The bill extends the char- 
ters of all specie paying banks 
in the district to the year 
182. 

in case of refusal of any of 
aaid banks, to pay specie on 
demand, they are subject to 
pay £0 per cent interest, and 
have their charter revoked. 
‘The issuing of notes under 
$5 is prohibited—any officer 
ofa bank who shall conceal 
or embezzle any property of 
a bank, to be judged a felon 

and imprisone “d not more than 
10 years; and fined not less 
than $1,000, nor more than 
$20,000. Incase any bank 
should suspend specie pay- 
ments, any officer or director 
of such bank, buying or re- 
ceiving the notes of said bank 
ata discount, are to be = sub- 
jectto imprisonment, and a 
fine three times the amount 
of the notes thus recd. Af- 
ter the year 1825 the banks 
of the district (except -the 
Franklin B. of Alexandria) 
are to be consulidated into 
six banks, with charters ex- 
tending to 1840.
